“The photographs shown here were born out of a desire to find 
appropriate imagery to accompany the music I make with my 
group SCENIC. Having worked with black and white photography 
in art school at UCLA during the late 70s I came back to it in the 
early 90s after finding an inexpensive panoramic camera and 
began to photograph the East Mojave Desert. There is something 
about the untouched desolation of the landforms and the few 
things that grow there which intrigued me, and somehow the 
limited capabilities of the camera I had found seemed to com- 
plement the stark, beautiful landscapes. At the same time I was 
initiating a new musical project with several friends in Los 
Angeles, an all-instrumental group whose main goal was to cre- 
ate an evocative music that would transport the listener to other 
places in their mind. Our first CD, titled Incident At Cima is con- 
ceived as a soundtrack for the East Mojave Desert and many of my 
photographic images were used in the packaging of the CD and 
record album. I have since photographed in other locations in 
Colifornia, Arizona, and Utah, and many of the images you see 
here are now printed for the first time. I am currently working 


on the recording of SCENIC’s third album, an ambient space-rock 


travelogue titled The Spheres, the packaging of which will incor- 
porate photographs of the Mojave Desert landscape as token from 
the air. We are also planning a fourth album of music based on the 
Kaipirowits Plateau area in southern Utah, for which some images 


from the selection shown here may be used in the packaging.”
